Bcranton. Pa., June 30.—A dynamite 


explosion early yesterday morning in 
South Scranton blew up the business 
block of Leon Olchefskl, a double 
dwelling block owned by him and a. 
detached house owned by 
Michael 


O'Hara. The business block, a two 
story building;, was torn to pieces. 
Twenty other houses had all the win- 
dows blown out and the plaster torn 
from the walls. The shock was felt all 
over the city. 


The cause of the explosion is un- 


known, but Olchefskl alleges that it 
was the work of enemies he made dur- 
ing political and church disputes in 
that section, he being one of thp prin- 
cipals in the troubles which led to a 
split In the Polish Catholic congrega- 
tion. 


Following the explosion the wrecked 


buildings took fire, but the fliemen 
kept the flames from spreading. 


In some of the houses the sleeping 


people 
were 
covered 
with 
falling 


plaster. The infant child of Michael 
Joyce was dangerously Injured and a 
little son of John Klein almost suf- 
focated. 


Chiefs Robllng and Hicky, of the po- 


lice and fire departments, respectively, 
and a corps of assistants worked with 
a great deal of eagerness yesterday in 
an effort to fix the responsibility for 
the explosion. Olchefeky, owner of the 
main building, was arrested last night 
on a charge of arson. A bureau that 
was removed during the fire from his 
double dwelling at the rear of the 
store was found saturated with kero- 
sene in all its three big drawers. He 
bad his clothes on when the explosion 
occurred, and after rushing from the 
house fell senseless in the street. His 
apparel was saturated with kerosene. 


The wreckage in the streets was par- 


tially removed yesterday, and no bodies 
were found. Experts say that about 
100 pounds of dynamite, or a propor- 
tionate amount of some equally pow- 
erful agent, must have been used.

Twenty other houses had all the win­ 
dows blown out and the plaster torn 
from the walls. The shock was felt all 
over the city. 


The cause of the explosion is un­ 
known, but Olchefski alleges that it 
was the work of enemies he made dur­ 
ing political and church disputes in 
that section, ho being one of the prin­ 
cipals in the troubles which led to a 
split in the Polish Catholic congrega­ 
tion. 


Following the explosion the wrecked 
buildings took fire, but the firemen 
kept the llamea from spreading. 


In some of tho houses the sleeping 
people 
wore 
covered 
with 
falling 
plaster. The infant child of Michael 
Joyce was dangerously injured and a 
little son of John Klein almost suf­ 
focated. 


Chiefs Robling and Hicky, of the po­ 
lice and fire departments, respectively, 
and a corps of assistants worked with 
a great deal of eagerness yesterday in 
an effort to fix the responsibility for 
the explosion. Olchefsky, owner of the 
main building, was arrested last night 
on a charge of arson. A bureau that 
was removed during the fire from his 
double dwelling at the rear 
of 
the 
store was found saturated with kero­ 
sene in all its three big drawers. He 
had his clothes on when the explosion 
occurred, and after rushing from the 
house fell senseless in the street. His 
apparel was saturated with kerosene. 


The wreckage in the streets was par­ 
tially removed yesterday, and no bodies 
wero found. 
Experts say that about 
100 pounds of dynamite, or a propor­ 
tionate .amount of some equally pow­ 
erful agent, must have been used.

Englishmen jealous of their coun- 


try's honor deeply feel the disgrace of 
the Jameson raid, and would go to 
great lengths to undo the unfortunate 
deed. The Westminster Gazette, of 
London, says: "We cannot help think- 
ing that the item 'moral and intellec- 
tual damage' in the little bill which 
President Kruger has just presented 
has got put on the wrong side of the 
account. For it is this country which 
has had all the kicks and no ha'pence 
in consequence of the raid. But in 
any event it is the chartered company 
which has to pay, and we suggest as 
an interesting problem—if the com- 
pany pays a million to the Transvaal 
for 'moral and intellectual damage,' 
how much ought to be paid to England 
for similar damage? A German con- 
temporary remarks that a similar feel- 
ing moves even the most jingoistic 
English papers. They abuse the Boers 
to find an excuse for a deed which, in 
their hearts, they regard as inexcusa- 
ble." 


The "war-chest" of Germeny is kept 


in the fortified city of Spandau. Here, 
states Youth's Companion, is deposited 
gold coin equivalent to thirty million 
dollars, instantly available for military 
purposes. It is understood that Great 
Britain and France are even more rich- 
ly supplied, although neither of these 
countries keeps its treasure in a "war- 
chest." Italy, on the other hand, has 
very little, and her people are taxed 
to the verge of starvation that that lit- 
tle may be kept untouched. Russia 
has been a*chronic borrower, partly to 
supply a fund of which no one outside 
of Bussia knows the extent. It has 
been asserted, possibly with some ex- 
aggeration, that Germany could put 
two million men into the field, fully 
equipped, within ten days after hos- 
tilities began. 
On a war footing, the 


German, Russian and French ^armies 
would number, each, more than three 
million men; the Italian and Austrian 
about two millions each, jj To support 
such multitudes would soon empty 
any "war-chest." A country like Ger- 
many, whose pnblic debt is only about 
ten dollars per capita—Italy's debt is 
almost eighty dollars for each inhab- 
itant—could resort to taxation, and by 
various means withstand a long strain. 
But at staggers imagination to dwell 
upon the burdens that protracted war 
would lay npon the unhappy subjects 
of the bankrupt nations. —-—""

Here, 
states Youth’s Companion, is deposited 
gold coin equivalent to thirty million 
dollars, instantly available for military 
purposes.

A country like Ger­ 
many, whose public debt is only about 
ten dollars per capita—Italy's debt is 
almost eighty dollars for eaclx inhab­ 
itant—could resort to taxation, and by 
various means withstand a long strain» 
But it staggers imagination to dwell 
upon the burdens that protracted war 
would lay upon the unhappy subject* 
of the bankrupt natio ns,-----'

The Roman candle not 
only shines by herself, "11 thing ol 
sweetness and e»f light," but lills an 
important fart in pieces like The 
Devil Amyag Tailors. Chim^e trees, 
etc. Altogether a daiuty modest crea- 
ture, quite unlike her more uoisy, 
frisky kindred. 


Letters, figures, in fact, all designs 


for set pieces are made by means of 
hundreds, yes, thousands of luiiees 
connected by a quick match, and the 
making of these requires many nimble 
fingers. 
A lance is 
a small tube 


about the size of a squib, filled with 
ordinary composition, which is gun- 
powder debased by the addition of in- 
gredients to reduce its rate of com- 
bustion, containing probably not more 
than five per cent, of actual gun- 
powder. 


The quick match, the indispensable 


fire conductor, is made by saturating a 
piece of lamp wick with wet 
der and gum. It is then reeled o 
dried, and afterwards cut into lengths 
encased in paper tubing. 
Girls are 


chiefly employed for making this fiery 
niaccaroni. and turn out millions of 
yards in a year. 
Let us suppose, for 


instance, that one wants the head of 
George Washington to appear in the 
heavens outlined by a brilliant band 
of light. 
A scale of the proportions 


of his face is first made from a pic- 
ture. A large frame is then laid on 
the floor, and in the centre of this 
frame with a bit of crayon is drawn on 
the floor, according to the scale, a 
very much enlarged picture, usual! 
measuring at least thirty inches from 
forehead to chin. 
A girl then takes 


piece of rattan and bends it to the ex 
act form of the crayon outline. 
This 


is fastened to the frame, and upon this 
rattan outline lances are placed verv 
close together, and are connected by th 
quick match. Naturally, for this" sort 
of work, and for all finishing off pro 
cesses, girls are preferred on accounl 
of the superior flexibility of their fin 
gers and their general deftness. 


Among the most fascinating fire- 


works are always the rockets and the 
beautifully scintillating complicated 
wheels which give such charm to sel 
pieces. There will be this year an in- 
finitely new and beautiful variety of 
both these devices. 
Rockets, display- 


ing a swarm of magic dragon-like ser- 
pents with vermilion 
liued bodies, 


rockets bursting forth into a broad 
spread of liquid gold with streams of 
glittering radiancy lighting up pretty 
parachutes, willow tree rockets, dia- 
mond chain rockets—rockets without 
end. Then the number and variety 
of wheels! Wheels with a brilliant 
outer ring, encircling an inside ring of 
red or green, contra revolving wheels 
with pots of fire in variegated colors, 
colored double triangle wheels, etc. 
The motive power of these delightfiil 
displays is simply due to the rapid 
evolution of gas. One has but to 
light the fuse in order to produce gas 
with 
sufficient rapidity 
to 
press 


against the air and thus impel the 
piece forward in its course. 


The wheel is used as a motive power 


in some very funny set pieces. I was 
shown the skeleton of a donkey out- 
lined by the lances and quick match 
in the manner which I have described. 
Attached to it was a wheel which 
when set in motion by alighting, acted 
upon the legs of the donkey in a most 
lively and vivacious manner.

Valley Chanel (Dedicated. 


The Valley Lutheran Sunday School 


Chapel, located on the Carlisle pike, 
about three miles from this place, was 
dedicated to the service of God Sunday 
afternoon with impressive ceremonies,

Valley Chajtel (Dedicated. 


The Valley iuthcran Sunday School 
Chapel, located on the Carlisle pike, 
about three miles from this place, was 
dedicated to the service of God Sunday 
afternoon with impressive ceremonies, 
conducted by Rev. Dr, J.,C. Koller, pas­ 
tor of St. Matthew’s Lutheran church, 
Rev. C. M. Stock, Rev* Daniel Hauer,

The services were opened at 2 o’clock, 
and was attended by a large concourse of 
people, so large that many were unable 
to gain access to the building. 


The Valley Lutheran Chapel is built of 
brick and has a seating capacity of about 
200. It is a one and a half story brick 
structure, with substantial finishings. 
The structure is located at an elevated 
point, and overlooks a large expanse of 
country. 


The cost of the building complete was 
$890.50, of which there had been sub­ 
scribed $712.06, leaving an indebtedness 
of $178.44. Of this amount $115 were 
raised during the services, leaving a bal­ 
ance of about $62 which the supporters 
of the chapel decided to make up among 
themselves, thus removing all debt fiom 
the building. 


The building committee consisted of 
Jacob Schriver, George Yohe, Charles H. 
Richter, George Slagle, John M. Shull, 
George Allcwelt and John R. Bittinger. 
To these gentlemen much credit is due 
for their good judgment and economy in 
building so handsome a structure for the 
small amount expended.

(Death of Efhraim M iller. 


Mr. Ephraim Miller, died at his home 
near Salem U. B. church, Mountpleasant 
township, on Thursday morning at 11 o'­ 
clock from the effects of a stroke of par­ 
alysis received while in Gettysburg on 
the Friday previous. 
Ho was*consider­ 
ed much improved during the early part 
of the week, but changed for the worse 
on Wednesday. His age was 68 years. 9 
months and 28 days. 
The funeral was 
held Sunday morning at 10 o’clock at the 
Salem church, Rev. A. N. Horn, the fam­ 
ily’s pastor, conducting the services. In­ 
terment was made in the church burial 
ground. 
The services were largely at­ 
tended; there were 477 persons who view­ 
ed his remains. 


Mr. Miller was one of the most pros­ 
perous men of the county, and was thor­ 
oughly rcspected. 
He was married June 
5,1849, to Miss Susan Showalter, and to 
them were born four children, three 
daughters and one son, of whom but two 
daughters survive: Mrs. Edward G. Rich­ 
ardson, of Wakefield, Md., and Miss 
Catharine, who resided with her father; 
there is also one brother, M. B. Miller, 
yet living. Mrs. Miller died some years 
ago.

The 1'roimgutloii of Shrub* ami 1'lantw. 
Herbaceous plants lire propagated 


by a division of the roots. Cut down 
through a clump with a sharp spade, 
and you get a mass of roots, thickly set 
with growing points. This mass can 
generally be broken apart in such man- 
lier as to form many small plants, each 
one having root enough to nourish it. 
In this way it is easy to increase one s- 
stock of this class of bowers. The old 
plants are benefited by such division. 


Shrubs, as a general thing, throw up 


shoots or suckers about the main stem. 
Some of these are so closely connected 
with the main stem that it'is not pos 
sible to remove them and have any root 
attached, while others are not attached 
to the old stem, but are sent up di- 
rectly from the roots. The lilac is an 
illustration of the latter class, which is 
easily propagate.d by cutting the shoots 
or sprouts away from the old plants, 
generally with strong roots attached. 


Shrubs that do not sucker or sprout 


freely, can be propagated by layering. 
This process consists in bending down 
a branch, preferably one that starts 
from the old plant near the ground, 
and inserting a portion of it in the 
earth without removing it from the 
parent plant. At that part of the branch 
where the bend is to be which is to go 
underground, half break it, or cut it 
about halfway through. This not only 
makes it easier to insert the branch 
properly in the soil, but it assists it in 
the formation of roots. Where the cut 
or break is, the flow of sap will be ar- 
rested, aud a callus will form from 
which, later on, roots will be sent out. 


Meanwhile the sap from the parent 


plant circulates through that portion' 
of the branch not cut or broken, thus 
affording nourishment while roots are 
being formed. In this way one can 
propagate plants whose cuttings sel- 
dom root when completely separated 
from the old stock. 


If it is desired to increase the stock 


of peonies, dig dig down at the side of 
the old plant until some of the tubers 
are laid bare. These can be cut away 
carefully without interfering in the 
least with the old plant. The peony 
resents any serious disturbance of its 
roots. 


Lilies, and other bulbous plants, are 


propagated by removal of the little off- 
sets or bulbs that form about the old 
ones—The Housewife. 


Farm ami Garden Notes, 


The cost of support is in proportion 


to weight, but in the yield of butter is 
not in such proportion. 


When butter is worked very dry, 


the grains of salt left in it are not dis- 
solved and remain iu a gritty condi- 
tion. 


If creamery butter is better than 


average dairy butter it is because the 
management at the creamery is upon a 
higher scale than in the average private 
dairy. There is no gain in taking the 
milk of a dozen or more second or third- 
class farmers and handing it over to 
•MI unskilled creamery man to make 
into butter. 


Poor, dirty milk cannot appear later 


in form of first-class butter. 
The skill 


and intelligence, indispensable at a 
creamery, must extend out among the 
milk producers. Poor cows yielding 
but little milk can never pay their 
keeping, and no number of them, how- 
ever great, can render a creamery 
profitable to it. 


One of the reasons why diseases in 


swine cause greater loss than that with 
any other class of animals is because 
of unnatural and detrimental condi- 
tions. They are compelled to slake 
thirst in stagnant pools, and sleep and 
eat in filthy quarters, or no quarters 
at all. Even the stench of many hog 
pens is a menace. 


Whenever a, sheep begins to lose 


wool it shows its digestion has become 
impaired, causing fever. 
In most 


cases this means that the sheep is past 
its prime, so that it can no longer

Ant uud Antidote. 


Under the 
suggestive headline, 


"Ant and Antidote," the Prudential 
Keview, of Newark, says: "House- 
keepers in warm climates or elsewhere, 
whose provisions are raided by the 
small but persistent red ant, may be 
glad to learn of a very efficient pre- 
ventive. 
Pieces of ordinary tape are 


dipped in a little corrosive sublimate, 
dried, and tied around the bottoms of 
cake-boxes or the legs of tables or re- 
frigeratory which it is desired to 
guard. 
No ant, whether wise or fool- 


ish, will cioss such a barrier, and eat- 
ables or sweets so protected are abso- 
lutely safe. Of course, care must be 
taken not to put the tape or any boxes 
BO protected within the reach of chil- 
dren, as the corrosive sublimate on 
he tape is a poison." The cure is too 
dangerous to be risked where there 
are children. 


First Bicycle Hlghwaywomaii.

Barrels. 


They really are the most useful arti- 


les iu the household repertoire. Among 
fifty ways of utilizing theru, here is 
one: 


Fasten ia the lower barrel-head 


securely. Take out the upper one to 
allow a shelf to be fa.stened in the mid- 
dle, which should follow the line of 
barrel, excepting on one side, where 
the circle must be squared. 
When 


this shelf is securely set in, fasten the 
second barrel-head back again, and 
tighten all the hoops. Now saw out a 
generous-sized door in the centre of 
the ban-el. When it opens, the shelf 
with its square side should stand across 
the middle of the opening. Put hinges 
on the door, and then you have a com- 
fortable little pantry for cottage use, 
or, if wash-stands are not plentiful, 
this invention will serve admirably as 
one if draped so that the barrel shape 
alone is visible. A Turkish towel, or, 
better yet. towelling cut in a circle, 
will cover the barrel-top nicely, and 
protect the drapery below.—Harper's 
Bazar.

Care of Dairy Utensils. 


There would be less poor butter on 


the market if more attention were 
given to the care of the daily utensils, 
says W. J. Fraser in an agricultural 
paper. 
They should be washed as 


soon as possible after being used, as 
the longer the milk remains iu them 
the harder they are to clean. 
First, 


rinse in cool water to remove the milk; 
never use hot, as this cooks the milk 
and causes it to adhere to the vessels. 
After rinsing, wash thoroughly in hot 
water, or what is still better, with 
steam, if it is available. This scalding 
is very essential, and should be thor- 
oughly done. After scalding, turn up- 
side down in a clean, exposed place, 
where they will get the full benefit of 
the sun, as this helps greatly to keep 
them sweet. 


Strainers should be given a good 


deal of attention, as they come in con- 
tact with all the milk. 
If cloth 


strainers are used, they are difficult to 
keep clean. A cheap grade of cotton 
flannel, used nap side up, makes a 
good strainer, and if only a small piece 
is used, it is best to throw it away af- 
ter each straining. 


All tin utensils should be as free 


from seams as possible, hence, of 
course, dressed tin is best. 
If there 


are seams or corners they should be 
filled with solder as to leave no lodg- 
ing places for dirt. 
A few minutes'

juilk Ihey should be emptied on reach- 
ing the farm and thoroughly cleansed. 


AH wooden utensils, such as churn, 


butter worker, etc., should be washed 
aud scalded after being used, and if 
placed in the snn, care must be taken 
that they do not become so dry as to 
crack. From one churning to another 
the churn should not be kept iigbtly 
closed, a* it will soon become tainted. 
In preparing wooden utensils for use 
they should be scalded and then cooled 
•with cold water.

chew its food as formerly. The sooner 
such a sheep is disposed of, the better 
for the farmer's profit.

It is important that cows be regularly 


salted at least twice a week. If they 
have salt before them all the time, 
they will not eat more than is good for 
them. This regular salting not only 
increases the milk yield, but also 
makes it of better q'uality. 
Where 


cows are salted regularly, their milk 
will keep sweet twenty-four hours 
longer than will milk from cows that 
have suffered for lack of salt. 


Muck, by which in this country is 


generally meant vegetable mould, is 
too poor in fertility to warrant carry- 
ing far or much handling. 
As for 


mixing it with stable manures we 
would not advise such a practice, as 
the manure without the muck is none 
too efficient. There is one partial ex- 
ception to this rule. When a heap of 
manure is fermenting it saves a waste 
of ammonia to throw over the pile a 
small quantity of vegetable mould, 
and this when the heap is turned must 
be mixed with the stable manure. 


Early failures to hatch eggs very 


seldom come from lack of vigor in the 
germ; for in this the early eggs are 
superior. They more often coriefrom 
allowing eggs to be chilled before the 
setting begins. Every one knows that 
chilling after a few days' setting soon 
destroys the life in the egg. It may 
do where eggs that have never been 
set on are kept in contact with metal, 
which rapidly abstracts heat when the 
eggs are kept for greater safety near 
the freezing temperature. Dishes for 
holding eggs should be of wood, which 
abstracts heat slowly. 


Though the farmer may not want to 


plow deep for spring crops he always 
likes to have soil as deep as possible. 
It is an advantage to topdress even 
though only poor soil is used to do it 
with. We have known the soil dug 
from deep wells and spread over ad- 
joining land to greatly help the soil 
after a year or two. The subsoil was 
rich iu mineral fertility, though of 
course, it had little or *no vegetable 
matter. 
After it had been exposed to 


frost one or two winters it produced 
good small grain crops, though manure 
was needed when corn, potatoes and 
other hoed crops were planted on it. 


Now for Tallow Soap. 


As this is the time of year that many 


farmer women make soap of the tallow 
scraps and rinds of pork that have ac- 
cumulated through the winter, I would 
like them to have ,the benefit of my 
soap recipe. It is composed of six 
pounds sal socla, three pounds of 
stone lime and seven pounds clear 
grease. 
That is, the grease must be 


free of bones aud meat; but I have 
made it of scraps aud rinds by adding 
a little more than seven pounds strain- 
ing the soap, while hot. after it is 
made. 


Put the lime and soda in six gallons 


soft water and let it boil up good, 
then pour it all into a tub and let set- 
tle over night. In the morning pour 
all the clear liquid back into the ket- 
tle, being careful not to get any of the 
sediment in. Now add the grease and 
boil until it is about as thick as 
strained honey. I always try it by 
cooling a little in a dish. If it be- 
comes solid enough to turn out in a 
cake, it is ready to turn back into 
your tub, but first be sure your tub is 
perfectly cleaned from the lime and 
soda. Let stand over night again, 
where it will not freeze, then cut out 
in good sized cakes and put to dry. 


This soap made from clear mutton 


tallow is very nice for people to use 
who are troubled with cracked or 
chapped hands, and it makes nice 
toilet soap by adding some perfumery 
just before it has boiled enough. 


This recipe] was given to me by a 


friend several years ago whose father 
is a physician. 
She told me that if 


there was any.of the soap in the house 
made with mutton tallow, he used to 
always put a piece in his pocket when 
he was called on to attend a child- 
birth, to wash the newborn babe with. 
It is some trouble to make this soap, 
but we have very few good things in 
this world without a little trouble to 
get them.—New England Homestead.

Other 
women to our knowledge are making a 
success of raising carnations and other 
flowers for the wholesale trade. These 
people soon learn that the business of 
raising and selling flowers is beset by 
much care and labor that does not come 
under the head of poetry. And yet 
nearly all women florists that we have 
met were led into the business because 
they first of all loved flowers. It adds 
to the delight and success of any occu- 
pation if one has a love therefor. There 
is no question that, as a rule, women 
have a greater fondness than men for 
flowers; why therefore should they not 
engage in growing and handling them 
for profit. 
The rougher work about 


flower raising, such as the care of 
greenhouse furnaces, the handling of 
aoil and manure, and the like, can 
easily be done by men who work for 
moderate wages. If women are suc-

The Propagation ofShrub« and Plant*.

Summer Care of Blankets, 


Blankets after the winter use are nevor 
clean, and should not be put away without 
being washed. Many housekeepers in view 
of the shrinking and discoloring caused 
by washing, satisfy themselves with airing 
and shaking their blankets, but this is 
a great mistake, for if the work is prop- 
erly done the soft appearance and white- 
ness 
may 
be 
retained 
for 
years. 
The most important consideration in 
washing blankets is to have plenty of 
soft water and good soap. An inferior cheap 
soap is really the cause of the injury done 
woolen goods in washing, as it hardens and 
yellows the fibre. When ready to begin tho 
work, shake the blankets free of dust, fill 
a tub nearly full of soft hot water, and dis- 
solve a third of a eako of Ivory soap in it. 
Put one blanket in at a time and dip up and 
down, gently washing with the hands. 
Never rub soap on blankets, or wash 
on the washboard. 
After the blankets 


are clean, rinse them in warm water until 
free of suds. Add a little bluing to the last 
water. Shake and squeeze rather than 
wring, and hang on the line until dry. Then, 
fold and pack away in a box securely to 
exclude the moth. Blankets washed in this 
way will keep their original freshness and 
wear very much longer than if put away 
soiled year after year. ELIZA B. PAKKEU.

POULTRY AND CAME JUST AS GOOD 


AS EVER AFTER SIX MONTHS.

Progress in the art of oolil storage 


has made it possible for those people 
who can afford to pay for the luxury to 
have their table supplied with any- 
thiug in the way of game at any time 
of the year. 


It is often a matter of wonder to the 


patrons of large restaurants how cer- 
tain food articles are procured in large 
quantities out of season, but a visit to 
one of the cold storage places where 
the preservation of such articles is the 
chief business will explain the matter. 


One of the most complete plants for 


the preservation of poultry and game 
is connected with, an establishment in 
West Washington Market. To those 
who look at the place from the street 
it is nothing more than an ordinary 
poultry 
shop; 
but 
investigation, 


especially on a warm day, will reveal 
its extraordinary points. 
Barrels and 


boxes of poultry of all kinds from 
little Philadelphia broilers to great, 
extra-size Thanksgiving turkeys and 
Christmas geese may be seen on the 
floor of the shipping-room, where they 
are repacked and made ready for ship- 
ment. Each piece is wrapped in white 
parchment paper, which when removed 
shows the fowl covered with a thin 
flim of frost. 
The ordinary poultry is 


plucked before it is placed in the re- 
frigerators, but the game goes into the 
cold storage, feathers and all, and a 
snow-like covering lies on the matted 
feathers when the boxes in which they 
come from the salesroom, or refrigera- 
tors are opened. 


A large ice plant keeps a number of 


rooms at a temperature of about ten de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and in these rooms 
the poultry and game are placed and 
remain there until called for. 
Some- 


times, when sales are nearly equal to 
receipts, the birds are kept only a few 
weeks, but more often they remain in 
the ice-rooms for months, and fre- 
quently a year passes between receipt 
from the producer and delivery to the 
consumer. 
The remarkable feature 


about the process is that the frozen arti- 
cles do not deteriorate, and many epi- 
cures prefer the frozen to the fresh fowl 
and game. 


The cold storage office-rooms are en- 


circled with pipes covered thickly \\ itb, 
frost, and the temperature is never 
higher than twelve degrees above zero. 
For some articles it is allowed to drop 
to the zero point. 
Some of the rooms 


in which only the boxed goods are kept 
show no signs of the articles which ai-e 
stored there. *Boxes, containing squabs, 
quail, reed birds, rail birds, snipe and 
many other specimens of feathered 
email game are piled high on all sides 
of the room, and are taken out and 
shipped Avhen called for. Aside from 
these there are rooms where unboxed 
birds are kept. There may be seen 
great piles of feathered game, golden. 
plover, partridges, mallard and red- 
head ducks and Guinea hens, etc., look- 
ing as fresh as on the day when they 
came from the woods where they were 
shot, but they are frozen into hard 
masses and waiting to be taken to mar- 
ket. 


There are other rooms which are still 


more interesting than those where the 
birds are kept. Probably the most at- 
tractive — and the coldest — is the one 
where the larger game is stored. 


There are no boxes or barrels in the 


apartment, bnt against the sides and 
in uneven pyramids in various parts 
of the frigid place there are great piles 
of venison, rabbits, grewsome stacks 
of calves' heads, oxtails piled up like 
stacks of serpents, and near these a 
twisted mass, which, on examination, 
proves to be a lot of beef tongues. 
There also are stacks of canvas-back 
and teal ducks, Canadian ptarmigans, 
English pheasants and suckling pigs, 
all frozen stiff and rigid, and all coat- 
ed with white and glistening frost. 
There are some small boxes in an ad- 
joining room which are uncovered. 
These contain sweetbreads, lamb fries, 
calves' brains, etc., all stiff with cold. 


In speaking of the frozen luxuries, 


one of the proprietors of the place 
said: "Formerly -we had to sell every 
day what -we received, but now we put 
away what remains unsold, and we 
know that it will be just as good in six 
months as on the day when it reaches 
us. We manage to get most of our 
stock out within six months, but if it 
remains longer than that time, it is 
none the worse for it. Here are some 
chickens," he said, taking one frozen j 
specimen from a barrel, "for which 
tre received ten cents a pound fresh, 
and now, months afterward, we sell 
from the same lot frozen at thirteen 
cents a pound." 
Barrels of broilers 


were brought out that looked fresh 
enough to suit any cook, ahhougb 
they had been frozen many months; 
great handsome rabbits and pheasants, 
taken from their perches in ihe cold 
rooms for inspection, wore found to !>?, 
as good in every particular as tlioy 
•were last December, wliea they joined 
the frozen colony.

But some years ago there was a nota- 
ble scene over the question whether a 
peer who had risen from the front Tory 
bench should be heaixl in preference to 
a peer who had risen from the front 
Liberal bench.

It is difficult for the average man to 


understand why the lord chancellor 
should not be able to exercise authori- 
ty which is vested in the chairman of 
every public meeting; but there is a 
subtle constitutional point Involved in 
this apparently ridiculous procedure. 


All peers are equal as legislators in 


the House of Lords. No one of them 
can be vested with authority over the 
others. Therefore, when a point of 
order is involved, it is the whole 
House, and not the lord chancellor, 
that must decide the issue. 


A Bicycle Built for Ten. 


A "double quint,"' or a bicycle built 


for ten, is the latest marvel in the line 
of wheels now being constructed. There 
are two machines called the nouaplet, 
or machines with nine seats, but they 
have not been seriously considered as 
successful by any of the large bicycle 
firms, owing to their bulk and the diffi- 
culty in handling them. The manu- 
facturers of the new wonder claim to 
have oYercorne the difficulty of u«sinp a 
big machine on anything but a straight- 
away track. 


The construction of the 
"double 


quint" is being guarded with .the great- 
est secrecy, only the designer and two 
of his workmen being allowed to see it, 
The frame is a combination of double- 
truss and triple-brass design, which 
will be amply strong enough to safely 
support the weight of ten ordinary 
riders on the average good road or 
track. The most peculiar feature of 
the machine, so far, Is its chain. There 
Is only one chain, -which runs the whole 
length of the machine. The chain runs 
over the tops of each of the ten sprock- 
et wheels, and is prevented from the 
possibility of jumping the sprockets by 
overbearing idlers. 


The machine when completed will 


weigh about 150 pounds, and will carry 
1,700 pounds. The wheels are about 
twenty-eight Inches in diameter, with 
two and a half-inch tires. The ma- 
chine will be steered by tlie man in 
front, and will be geared according to 
the wishes of the men who ride it.

Sum m er Caro of "Blankets. 


Blankets aftw the winter use are n^vor 
clean, and should not bo put away without 
b^ing washed. Many housekeepers in view 
of the shrinking and diseoloriug caused 
by washing, satisfy themselves with airing 
and shaking their blankets, but this is 
a great mistake, for if the work is prop­ 
erly dono the soft appearance and white­ 
ness 
may 
be 
retained 
for 
years. 
The most 
important 
consideration 
in 
washing blankets is to have plenty of 
soft water and good soap. An inferior cheap 
soap is really the cause of the injury done 
woolen goods in washing, as it hardens and 
yellows the ilbre. 
When ready to be^in the 
work, shake the blankets free of dust, fill 
a tub nearly full of soft hot water, and dis­ 
solve a third of a cake or Ivory soap in it. 
Put one blanket in at a time and dip up and 
down, gently washing with the hands. 
Never rub soap on. blankets, or wash 
on the washboard. 
After the blankets 
are clean, rinse them in warm water until 
free of suds. Add a little bluing to the last 
water. 
Shake and squeeze rather than 
wring, and hang on the line until dry. Then 
fold and pack away in a box securely to 
exclude the moth. Blankets washed in this 
way will keep their original freshness and 
wear very much longer than if put away 
soiled year after year.

Progress in the art of cold storapo 
has made it possible for those peoplo 
who can afford to pay for the luxury to 
have their table supplied with any­ 
thing in the way of game at any time 
of the year. 


It is often a matter of wonder to the 
patrons of large restaurants how cer­ 
tain food articles are procured in largo 
quantities out of season, but a visit to 
one of the cold storage places whero 
the preservation of such articles is the 
chief business will explain the matter. 


One of the most complete plants for 
the preservation of poultry and gamo 
is connected with an establishment in 
West Washington Market. 
To those 
who look at the place from the street 
it is nothing more than an ordinary 
poultry 
shop; 
but 
investigation, 
especially on a warm day, will reveal 
its extraordinary points. 
Barrels and 
boxes of poultry of all kinds from 
little Philadelphia broilers to great, 
extra-size Thanksgiving turkeys and 
Christmas geese may be seen on the 
iloor of the shipping-room, where they 
are repacked and made ready for ship» 
ment. 
Each piece is wrapped in white 
parchment paper, which when removed 
shows the fowl covered with a thin 
Aim of frost. 
The ordinary poultry is 
plucked before it is placed in the re­ 
frigerators, but the game goes into the 
cold storage, fetitliers and all, and a 
snow-like covering lies on the matted 
feathers when the boxes in which they 
come from the salesroom or refrigera­ 
tors are opened. 


A large ice plant keeps a number of 
rooms at a temperature of about ten de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, and in these rooms 
the poultry and game are placed and 
remain there until called for. 
Some­ 
times, when sales are nearly equal to 
receipts, the birds are kept only a few 
weeks, but more often they remain in 
the ice-rooms for months, and fre­ 
quently a year passes between receipt 
from the producer and delivery to the 
consumer. 
The remarkable feature 
about the process is that the frozen arti­ 
cles do not deteriorate, and many epi­ 
cures prefer the frozen to the fresh fowl 
and game. 


The cold storage office-rooms are en­ 
circled with pipes covered thickly with 
frost, and the temperature is never 
higher than twelve degrees above zero. 
For some articles it is allowed to drop 
to the zero point. 
Some of the rooms 
in which only the boxed goods are kept 
show no signs of the articles which are 
stored there.^Boxes.containing squabs, 
quail, reed birds, rail birds, snipe and 
many other specimens of feathered 
small game are piled high on all sides 
of the room, and are taken out and 
shipped when called for. 
Aside from 
these there are rooms where unboxed 
birds are kept. 
There may be seen 
great piles of feathered game, golden, 
plover, partridges, mallard and red­ 
head ducks and Guinea hens, etc., look­ 
ing as fresh as on the day when they 
came from the woods where they were 
shot, but they are frozen into hard 
masses and wraiting to be taken to mar­ 
ket. 


There are other rooms which are still 
more interesting than those where the 
birds are kept. 
Probably the most at­ 
tractive—and the coldest—is the one 
where the larger game is stored. 


There are no boxes or barrels in the 
apartment, but against the sides and 
in uneven pyramids in various parts 
of the frigid place there are great piles 
of venison, rabbits, grewsome stacks 
of calves’ heads, oxtails piled up like 
stacks of serpents, and near these a 
twisted mass, which, on examination, 
proves to be a lot of beef tongues. 
There also are stacks of canvas-back 
and teal ducks, Canadian ptarmigans, 
English pheasants and suckling pigs, 
all frozen stiff and rigid, and all coat­ 
ed with white and glistening frost. 
There are some small boxes in an ad­ 
joining room which are uncovered. 
These contain sweetbreads, lamb fries, 
calves’ brains, etc., all stiff with cold. 


In speaking of the frozen luxuries, 
one of the proprietors of the place 
said: “Formerly we had to sell every 
day what we received, but now we put 
away what remains unsold, and we 
know that it will be just as good in six 
months as on the day when it reaches 
us. 
Wo manage to get most of our 
stock out within six months, but if it 
remains longer than that time, it is 
none the worse for it. 
Here are some 
chickens,” ho said, taking one frozen 
specimen from a barrel, “for which 
we received ten cents a pound- fresh, 
and now, months afterward, we sell 
from the same lot frozen at thirteen 
cents a pound.” 
Barrels of broilers 
were brought out that looked fresh 
enough to suit any cook, although 
they had been frozen many months; 
great handsome rabbits and pheasants, 
taken from their perches in the cold 
rooms for inspection, were found to be 
as good in every particular as they 
were last December, when they joined 
the frozen colony.

British House of Lords, says the Sun­ 
day Magazine, it is not the lord chan­ 
cellor, but the whole House that Ls ad­ 
dressed ;is “My lords.'* 


The Speaker \s the sole Judge of nil 
questions of order in the House of 
Commons; in the House of Lords such 
matters, when there is a conflict of 
opinion, are decided by the wholo 
House, and not by the lord chancellor. 


If several members of the House of 
Commons rise simultaneously to take 
part in a debate, the Speaker decides 
who shall »peak first; but if two or 
more peers rise together in the House 
of Lords, the lord chancellor cannot 
decide who shall first be heard. It is 
the voice of the House that determines. 


Happily, etiquette is so strong in the 
gilded chamber that it rarely happens 
when the House by cries expresses its 
desire to hear one of the contending 
peers that the others do liot give way. 
But some years ago there was a nota­ 
ble scene over the question whether a 
peer who had risen from the front Tory 
bench should be heal’d in preference to 
a peei’ who had risen from the front 
Liberal bench. 


Neither noble lord would give way, 
and to bring the curious situation to ¿ui 
end, Earl Granville moved that tho 
Liberal peer be heal'd. The House di­ 
vided on the question, and decided by a 
big majority that the Tory peer should 
be heard first. 


It is difficult for the average man to 
undorstajid why the lord chancellor 
should not be able to exercise authori­ 
ty which is vested in the chairman of 
every public meeting; but there is a 
subtle constitutional point involved in 
this apparently ridiculous procedure. 


All peers are equal as legislators in 
the House of Lords. 
No one of them 
can be vested with authority over the 
others. 
Therefore, when a point of 
order is 
involved, it is the whole 
House, and not the lord chancellor, 
that must decide the issue.

A B ic y c le B u ilt f o r Ten. 


A “double quint/ 1 or a bicycle built 
for ten, is the latest marvel in the line 
of wheels now being constructed. There 
are two machines called the nonaplet, 
or machines with nine sea.ts, but they 
have not been seriously considered as 
successful by any of the large bicycle 
firms, owing to their bulk and the diffi­ 
culty in handling them. 
The manu­ 
facturers of the now wonder claim to 
have overcome the difficulty of using a 
big machine on anything but a straight­ 
away track. 


The construction of the “double 
quint” is being guarded with the great­ 
est secrecy, only the designer and two 
of his workmen being allowed to see it. 
The frame is a combination of double- 
truss and triple-brass design, which 
will be amply strong enough to safely 
support the weight of ten ordinary 
riders on the average good road or 
track. 
The most peculiar feature of 
the machine, so far, is its chain. There 
is only one chain, which runs the whole 
length of the machine. The chain run« 
over the tops of each of the ten sprock­ 
et wheels, and is prevented from the 
possibility of jumping the sprockets by 
overbearing idlers. 


The machine when completed will 
weigh about 150 pounds, and will carry 
1,700 pounds. 
The wheels are about 
twenty-eight inches in diiame/ter, with 
two and a half-inoli tires. 
The ma­ 
chine will be steered by the man in 
front, and will be geared according to 
the wishes of the men who ride it.

has been a^chronic borroAver, partly to 
supply a fund of Avhich no one outside 
of Russia knoA^'S the extent.

equipped, Avithin ten days after hos- 
tilities began. 
On a Avar footing, the 
German, Russian and French [armies 
would number, each, more than three 
milJion men; the Italian and Austrian 
about two millions each. \ [To support 
such multitudes Avould soon emptj^^ 
any "war-chest." A country like Ger- 
taany, Avhose public debt is only about 
ten dollars per capita—Italy's debt is 
almost eighty dollars for eaolx inhab" 
itant—could I'esort to taxation, and by 
various means Avithstand a long strain.

Letters, figures, in fact, all designs 
for sot pieces are made by means of 
hundreds, yes, thousands of lances 
connected by a quick match, and the 
making of these requires many nimble 
fingers. 
A lance is a small tube 
about the size of a squib, filled with 
ordinary composition, which is gun- 
pow^der debased by the addition of in-v 
gredients to reduce its rate of com- 
bustion, containing probably not more 
than ijvo per cent, of actual gun- 
powder. 


The quick match, the indisj^ensable 
fire conductor, is made by saturating a 
piece of lamp wick with wet gmjpo'wfc 
der and gum. 
It is then reeled ofl^uA 
dried, and afterwards cut into lei^Tlis 
encased in paper tubing. 
Girls are 
chiefly employed for making this fiery 
maccaroni, and turn out millions of 
yards in a year. 
Let us supjiose, for 
instance, that one wants the head of 
George Washington to ai^pear in the 
heavens outlined by a brilliant band 
of light. A scale of tho proportions 
of his face is first made from a pic- 
ture. A large frame is then laid on 
the floor, and in the centre of this 
frame with a bit of crayon is drawn on 
the floor, according to the scale, a 
very much enlarged picture, usually 
measuring at least thirty inches from 
forehead to chin. 
A girl then takes a 
piece of rattan and bends it to the ex- 
act form of the crayon outline. 
This 
is fastened to the frame, and upon this 
rattan outline lances are placed very 
close together, and are connected by the 
quick match. 
Naturally, for this'sort 
of work, and for all finishing ofl' pro- 
cesses, girls are j^referred on account 
of the superior flexibility of their fin- 
gers and theii' general deftness. 


Among the most fascinating fire- 
works are ahvays the rockets and the 
beautifully scintillating 
complicated 
wheels which give such charm to set 
pieces. 
There will be this year an in- 
finitely new and beautiful variety of 
both these devices. 
Rockets, display- 
ing a swarm of magic dragon-like ser- 
l^ents with vermilion 
hued bodies, 
rockets bursting forth into a broad 
spread of liquid gold with streams of 
glittering radiancy lighting up pretty 
XJarachiites, willow tree rockets, dia- 
mond chain rockets—rockets without 
end. 
Then the number and variety 
of wheels! Wheels with a brilliant 
outer ring encircling an inside ring of 
red or green, contra revolving wheels 
with pots of tiro in variegated colors, 
colored double triangle wheels, etc. 
The motive power of these delightful 
displays is simply due to the rapid 
evolution of gas. 
One has but to 
light the fuse in order to produce gas 
with 
sufficient rapidity to pvef^s 
against the air and thus impel the 
piece forward in its course.

How FU'OAvorUs Are Mndo jji the ^Vorltl's 
l^lisffi-'^t Alanufaetory* 


, .As the Fourth of ^uly is a day par- 
'-ticularly set apart for our self-gluriti- 
cation, says a writer in the íát. Louis 
»Star Sayings, I suppose I may be par- 
doned for saying that, accustomed as 
•we Americans are to being "the big- 
gest" iu any given direction, probably 
no youth in the land M'ill be Burprised 
to learn that t)ie largest manufactory 
of fireworks in the world is in Amer- 
ica. The word manufactory M'ill doubt- 
less call up to your mind, as it did to 
mine, visions of a huge brick building 
of many rooms, more or less vibrant 
•with the noise and bustle of machinery 
and labor. 
So you ^vill easily imagine 
my surprise M'hen I found myself es- 
corted instead to 
vast meadow of 
some seventy acres, dotted over with 
little smokeless, noiseless huts, fifty or 
sixty in number, interspersed here and 
there with larger ones and two-story 
buildings. In these sm»ll huts are 
tept all the more dangerous combusti- 
bles, and they are therefore placed at 
such a distance from each other that 
an explosion in any one of them would 
uoi affecj the other;«. 
Hero all the 


charging is done. The floors are cov- 
ered with rubber, and protections are 
numerous. 
Talking is strictly forbid- 
den, as it is unsafe for a man's .atten- 
tion to be distracted from his work. In 
fact, only one man is allowed in a hut 
at a time. 


At a respectful distance from the 
huts aro the larger buildings where 
less dangerous work is carried on, 
and where many boys and not less 
than seventy-iive girls are employed. 
Here one finds enormous quantities of 
brown and -white i^aper, hundred 
weights of pins for attaching the quick 
match to set pieces, steel and iron 
filings for producing the bright starry 
coruscations, chemicals to give to the 
stars theii* wondrous hues of red, 
green, white and blue, and other 
harmless materials, 


Scarcely less interesting was it to 
watch the nimble fingers as they filled 
the Roman candles. Into one of these 
strong cases were put the layers, in the 
following order; Composition, a pinch 
of gunjjowder, a star; and so on until 
the case was quite filled, the composi- 
tion and gunpowder furnishing re- 
Hpectively the necessary combustion 
Qnd propeller for the variously col- 


lively and vivacious manner.

The Valley Lutheran Sunday School 
Chapel, located on the Carlisle pike,

Xow for Tallow Soap. 


As this is the time of year that many 
farmer women make soap of the tallow 
scraps and rinds of pork that have ac- 
cumulated through the Avinter, I would 
like them to have ^ the benefit of my 
soap recipe. 
It is composed of six 
pounds sal soda, three pounds 
of 
stone lime and seven pounds clear 
grease. 
That is, the grease must be 
free of bones and meat; but I have 
made it of scraps and rinds by adding 
a little more thun seven pounds strain- 
ing the soap, while hot, after it is 
made. 


Put the lime and soda in six gallons 
soft Avater and let it boil up good, 
then pour it all into a tub and let set- 
tle over night. 
In the morning poui 
all the clear liquid back into the ket- 
tle, being careful not to get any of the 
sediment in. 
Now add the grease and 
boil until it is about as thick as 
strained honey. 
I always try it by 
cooling a little iu a dish. 
If it be- 
comes solid enough to turn out in ii 
cake, it is ready to turn back into 
your tub, but first be sure your tub is 
perfectly cleaned from the lime and 
soda. 
Let stand over night again, 
where it will not freeze, then cut out 
in good sized cakes and put to dry. 


This soap made from clear mutton 
tallow is very nice for people to use 
who are troubled with cracked or 
chapped hands, and it makes nice 
toilet soap by adding some perfumery 
just before it has boiled enough. 


This recipe] Avas given to me by a 
friend several years ago whose father 
is a physician. 
She told me that if 
there was any.of the soap in the house 
made with mutton tallow, he used to 
always put a piece in his pocket when 
ho was called on to attend a child- 
birth, to wash the newborn babe with. 
It is some trouble to make this soap, 
but wo have very few good things in 
this world without a little trouble to 
get them.—New England Homestead.

Summer Care of lllHiikcts» 


Blankets aftor the winter uso aro never 
clean, and should not bo put uwny without 
being Avasbed, 
Many housekeepers in view 
of the sbrinkiuff and 
diseoloriug 
caused 
by washing, satisfy themselves with airing 
and 
shaking 
tholr 
blankets, but 
this is 
a great mistake, for if the work is jirop- 
erly done the soft appearance and Avhite- 
ntíss 
may 
be 
retained 
for 
years. 
The 
most 
imiiortont 
consideratiou 
in 
waphinji 
blankets 
is to 
have plouty 
of 
soft water and «cod soup. An inferior cheap 
soap Is really the eause of the injury done 
woolen fioofis in washing, as it hardens and 
yellows the jlbre. 
When ready to bepin tlie 
work, shake the blankets free of dust, nil 
a tub nearly full of soft liot water, and dis- 
Bolvo a third of a eako of Ivory soap in it. 
Put one blanket in at a time and dip up and

gently washing with

Never 
rub 
soap 
blankets, 
or 
wash 
on tho Avanhboard.

blankets 
are clean, rinne them in warm water until 
free of suds.

of the year. 


It is often a matter of Avonder to the 
patrons of larp:e restaurants how cer- 
tain food articles are procured in large 
quantities out of season, but a visit to 
one of the cold storage places -where 
the preservation of such articles is the 
chief business Avill explain the matter. 


One of the most complete jolants for 
the preservation of poultry and gamo 
is connected -with an Gstablishment in 
West Waahington Market. 
To those 
who look at the place from the street 
it is nothing more tlian an ordinary 
poultry 
shop; 
but 
investigation, 
especially on a warm daj', •svill reveal 
its extraordinary points. 
Barrels and 
boxes of poultry of all kinds 
from 
little Philadelphia broilers to great, 
extra-size Thanksgiving turkeys and 
Christmas geese may be seen on the 
Hoor of the shipping-room, where they 
are repacked and made ready for ship- 
ment. 
Each piece is Avrapped in white 
parchment paper, which when removed 
shows the fowl covered with a thin 
Aim of frost. 
The ordinary j^otiltry is 
l^Iucked before it is placed in the re- 
frigerators, but the game goes into the 
cold storage, fenthers and all, and a 
snow-like covering lies on the matted 
feathers when the boxes in which they 
come from the salesroom or refrigera- 
tors are opened. 


A large ice plant keeps a number of 
rooms at atenijoerature of about ten de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and in these rooms 
the poultry aud game are placed aud 
remain there until called for. 
Some- 
times, when sales are nearly equal to 
receipts, the birds arc kept only a few 
weeks, but more often thej' remain iu 
the ice-rooms for months, 
and fre- 
quently a year passes between receipt 
from the producer and delivery to the 
consumer. 
The remarkable 
feature 
about the process is that the frozen arti- 
cles do not deteriorate, and many epi- 
cures prefer the frozen to the fresh fowl 
and game. 


The cold storage office-rooms are en- 
circled with pipes covered thickly with 
frost, and the temperature is never 
higher than twelve degrees above zero. 
For some articles it is allowed to drop 
to the zero point. 
Some of the rooms 
in which only the boxed goods are kept 
show nn signs of the articles which are 
stored there.'"Boxes.containing squabs, 
quail, reed birds, rail birds, snipe and 
many other 
specimens of feathered 
email game are piled high on all sides 
of the room, and are taken out and 
shipped when called for. 
Aside from 
these there are rooms where unboxed 
birds are kept. 
There may be seen 
great piles of feathered game, 
golden, 
plover, partridges, mallard and red- 
head ducks and Guinea hens, etc., look- 
ing as fresh as on the day M'hen they 
came from the woods Avhere they were 
shot, but they are frozen into hard 
masses and waiting to be taken to mar- 
ket. 


There are other rooms which are still 
more interesting than those where the 
birds are kept. 
Probably the most at- 
tractive—and the coldest—is the one 
where the larger game is stored. 


There are no boxes or barrels in the 
apartment, but against the sides aud 
in uneven pyramids in various j^arts 
of the frigid place there are great piles 
of venison, rabbits, grewsome stacks 
of calves' heads, oxtails piled ui) like 
stacks of serpents, and near these n 
twisted mass, which, on examination, 
proves to be a lot of beef tongues. 
There also are stacks of canvas-back 
and teal duclts, Canadian ptarmigans, 
English pheasants and suckling pigs, 
all frozen stiff and rigid, and all coat- 
ed with white and glistening frost. 
There are some small boxes in an ad- 
joining room which are uncovered. 
These contain sweetbreads, lamb fries, 
calves* brains, etc., all stiff with col J, 


In speaking of the frozen luxuries, 
one of the proprietors of the place 
said: 'Tormerly we had to sell every 
day what we received, but now M'O put 
away what remains unsold, and we 
know that it will be just as good in six 
months as on the day when it reaches 
us. 
Wo manage to get most of our 
stock out within six months, but if it 
remains longer than that time, it is 
none the worse for it. 
Here are some 
chickens," ho said, taking one frozen 
si^ecimen from a barrel, ''for which 
we received ten cents a pound- fresh, 
and now, months afterward, we sell 
from the same lot frozen at thirteen 
cents a pound," 
Barrels of broilers 
were brought out that looked fresh 
enough to suit any cook, 
although 
they had been frozen many months; 
great handsome rabbits and pheasants, 
taken from their perches in llie cold 
rooms for inspection, were found to bo 
as good in every ¡^articular as they 
were last December, when they joined 
the frozen colony.

The rcsjmnslblc ofiice of "cbairmnn'' 
or president of a legislative body Is 
one that gpucrally carrioi; -with M both 
powers and privileges. There ai'e» how- 
ever, exceptions to the rule. 
In tho 
British House of Loa*d«. says the Sun- 
day Magazbie, it is not the lord chan- 
cellor. but the whole House that Is ad- 
dressed iia "My lords." 


The Speakur \s the sole Judge of nil 
questions of 
order in the Uouse of 
Commons; tii tlie House of Lord« such 
matters, when thore Is a conflict of 
opinion, are 
decided 
by 
the whole 
House, and not by the loixl chancellor. 


If several members of the House of 
Commons rise sLmultaueously to take 
part iu a deba.te, the Speaicer decides 
who shall Hpeak first; but if two or 
more peers rise together in the House 
of JjOYds, tho lord chancellor cannot 
decide -who shall first be heard. 
It Is 
the voice of tho House that determines, 
Ilapiiily, etiquette is so strong in the 
giUlecl chamber that it rareJy happens 
^vhen the House by cries exprrssoii its 
desire to henr one of the couleudLng 
peers that the others do ilot give way. 
But some years ago there "was a nota- 
ble scene over the question whether a 
peer -who had risen from the front Tory 
ben(*h should be heaa-d in preference to 
a peer who had risen from the front 
Liberal bench. 


Neitlier noble lord would give way, 
and to bring tho curious situation to iui 
end. Earl Granville moveii that tho 
Liberal peer be heai-d. The Houj>e di- 
vLde<l on the question, and decldfxl by a 
big majority that the Tory peer should 
be heard first. 


It Is difflcult for the average maji to 
understand Avhy the lord chancellor 
should not be able to exercise authori- 
ty Avbich is vested in the chairman of 
every public meeting; but there is a 
subtle constitutional poUit Involved in 
this apparently ridiculous procedure. 


All peers are equal as legislators iiu 
the House of Ix^rds. 
No one of them 
can be vestted with authority over the 
others. 
Therefore, when a point of 
order 
is 
involved, it 
is the whole 
House, and not tlie loi'd chancellor, 
that must decide the issue. 


A Bicycle Built Tor Ten. 


A "double quint,*' or a bicycle built 
for te-u, is the latest man-el in the liuo 
of wheels now being constructed. There 
are two machines called the nonaplet, 
or machines with nine sea.ts, but they 
have not he^n seriously considered as 
successful hy axiy of the large bicycle 
firms, owing to theh* bulk and the diffi- 
culty in handling tJiem. 
The manu- 
faoturere of the no-w wondex claim to 
have overcome the difficultj'' of usLnpc a 
big machine on anything but a sta^aiglit- 
away track. 


The 
construction 
of 
the 
"double 
quint" is being guarded with the groflt- 
est secrecy, only the ilesigner and two 
of his workmen l:)eing allowed to see l<t. 
The frame is a combination of double- 
t.niss and triple-brass df?sign, which 
will be amply strong enough to safely 
support tlie weight of 
ten ordinaj':^' 
riders on the average good road or 
track. 
The most peculiar feature uf 
the machine, so far. Is its chain. 
There 
Is only one chain, which nuis the whole 
length of the machine. The chain run« 
over the tops of each of the ten eprocit- 
et wheels, and is prevented from the 
possibility of Jumping the sprockets by 
overbearing idlers. 


The machine when completed will 
weiijh about 150 pounds, and will carry 
1,700 pounds. 
The wheels are about 
twenty-eight inches in diameter, with 
two and a half-inoh tires. 
The me- 
chine will be steered by Uie man in 
front, and will be geiU'ed accoirding to 
the wishes of the men who ride it.
